Case for Defense 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 
Lt. William Calley begins Mon­ 
day to tell his own story of the 
bloody day at My Lai. 
The 27-y ear-old Calley , short, 
stocky and boy ish-looking, will 
be the 75th witness at his trial 
on charges that he murdered 
102 inhabitants of the South 
Vietnamese village. 
Calley follows on the witness 
stand a psy chiatrist who said 
that on March 16. 19 68, the lieu­ 
tenant “could think, but not 
nearly with the perception, fore­ 
sight and judgment he would 
think with in normal life.” 
The stress and fear of com­ 
bat, the ex pert said, limited Cal- 
ley ’s mental capacity to choose. 
“ Did y ou consider him as nor-

“Yes,” Hamman answered. 
The 60-seat courtroom 
has 
been filled in recent day s in an­ 
ticipation of Calley ’s appear­ 
ance. Court baliffs said 
there 
would be no room for any addi­ 
tional outsiders, including news­ 
men. 
Calley has said he looks for­ 
ward to testify ing. There have 
been 33 court day s since the 
trial began with selection of the 
six -officer jury on Nov. 12. 
“ I’d like the American public 
to know what happened,” Calley 
recently told a newsman. 
“I’d like them for one time to 
listen to me because I have a 
few things to tell them about 
war. Even though they hate me, 
I’d like them to listen to me for 
one minute.” 
Calley will complete the de­ 
fense case. 
Prosecutor Capt. Aubrey Dan­ 
iel has said he will be ready 
with rebuttal testimony by three 
psy chiatrists who ex amined Cal­ 
ley for the government during a 
recent month-long recess.

January Rise Tenth of 1 % 


Inflation Increase 
Smallest In 4 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
administration is congratulating 
itself about the smallest month­ 
ly inflation figure in nearly four 
y ears, but the chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board say s the 
nation may y et face an inflation 
emergency . 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported Friday that con­ 
sumer prices rose only one- 
tenth of 1 per cent last month, 
compared with five-tenths of 1 
per cent the month before and 
5.5 per cent for all of 19 70. 
Because prices normally go 
down in January , the seasonally 
adjusted increase for last month 
is three-tenths of 1 per cent, or 
a y early rate of 3.6 per cent.

How to 'Dig' Plants 


“D avits never tell.” Remember th at old say ing? Well, 
it’s not true, according to information research ing scient­ 
ists are coming out with lately . Daisies do tell, as does ev- 
erv oth u Diant and vegetable ty p e, because th ey h ave feel­ 
ings and sensitivites and react accordingly . 
I’m not a bit surp rised, my self. I’ve known for y ea n 
th at p iuiiis don t take to me and won’t grow p rop erly —be­ 
cause th ey know. Th ey know I’m no,, crazy about garden­ 
ing and digging and watering and sp ray ing. Th ey ’ve been 
lelling me for y ears th ey can’t stand me by simp ly sh rivel­ 
ing up and dy ing. 
Th at knowledge of mine is simp ly being reinforced now 
bv th e research p eop le wh o are conducting weird exp eri­ 
ments with Diants. Th ey attach lie delectors to p h iloden­ 
dron leaves and see th e reaction of terror wh en someone 
say s. ‘’Let’s tear th at th ing out by th e roois.” It’s th e truth . 
Ih ai’s wh y th e p h ilodendron p lants I inh erited from a 
movi g neigh bor simp lv sneered and turned y ellow in our 
h ouse, after th e neigh bor h ad grown th em in green, leafy 
abunddi.ee for vears. Th ev h eard me sav “Wh ere am I go­ 
ing to p ut tnesp darned th ings and h ow will I remember to 
water th em?*’ I’ve even made African violets sh rivel and 
die witiiin davs! 
As a gardener. I’ve been a big disap p ointment to my 
Moth er, wh o could make any th ing grow and knew all th e 
oroDer botanical names. One vear on a visit sh e said “Your 
daffodils a rt all in a clump . Sep arate th e bulbs and rep lant 
th em and next sp ring vou’ll h ave more flowers.” 
I worked h ard at it, but th ose daffodils p icked up th e 
mutterings about th e ach ing back and broken fingernails. 
Out of deference to Moth er, th ey came up out of th e ground, 
but th ere h asn't been one bloom on th ose th ings in five 
vears. Oh ves th ev know. 
One summer I made flowers grow in an outside p lant­ 
er bv ly ing to th em a lot. I told th em th ey were really 
Moth er’s and I was watering th em for h er. And we once 
h ad a iovtlv rock garden. 
Of course, rocks are easy to 
grow. Th ev’re not sensitive. 
Over th e vears we’ve gone th e vegetable garden route 
wilh th e cnildren and ended ud with inch -long carrots, 
sh riveled lettuce leaves and stunted beans on th e table.

(Hou sing and Urban Dev elopment). What happen­ 
ed1 
Many other commu nities — some large, some 
smah—hav e benefited from senior citizens’ hou s­ 
ing projects in the past decade. They got them be­ 
cau se they went after them. Some are nearly cit­ 
ies, like East Liv erpool, which the may or, as a 
member of the Colu mbiana Cou nty Regional Hou s­ 
ing Au thority asslsed. 
One city in the Sou th obtained a high rise tower 
for the elderly who pay only $38 a month for clean, 
modern facilities. The city officials in Fort My ers, 
Fla., knew what they wanted and got gov ernment 
su pport. 
Foi Salem? Die same old, worn-ou t ex cu ses.

Pay Increase Low Priority 


Ru mors continu e to flow from Colu mbu s to the 
effect that a bill wi'l be introdu ced this session to 
raise the pay of Ohio legislators abov e the present 
$12,7 50-a-y ear lev el. 
No one is say ing mu ch for the record bu t the ru ­ 
mors persist. 
In a debate on rev enu e-sharing legislation, R?p. 
Patrick A. Sweeney , D-47 , Clev eland, told his col­ 
leagu es that legislators "are ov erworked and u n­ 
derpaid, and I think we will be able to correct that, 
too.’’ 
When pressed, Rep. Sweeney said he knew c* no 
pav -hike bill schedu ’ed for introdu ction. 
Nev ertheless, there is enou gh pay -rise smoke to 
Indicate a fire someplace in the General Assembly . 
If legislators go the salary -increase rou te, they 
will be making a big mistake. Many Ohioans al­ 
ready feel lawmakers are ov erpaid. And with the 
state looking for additional fu nds for a v ariety of 
programs, pay increases are in the low-priority 


category . 
The tru th is an increase of more than $4,000 a 
y ear was approv ed in 1968 and many legislators, 
especially lawy ers, hav e other sou rces of Income 
m addition to their state salaries. 
Ohio tax pay ers are carry ing a heav y bu rdqn. 
The> shou ldn’t be ex pected to accept a tighter 
squ eezing to prov ide more money for their legis­ 
lators. 
If General Assembly members were u nderpaid, 
we wou ld su pport a bill for an increase in pay . 
We don’t believ e they are u nderpaid, and hope 
they don’t add a new dimension to tax pay er u nrest 
in the state by introdu cing a salary bill 
Howev er, we feel those lawmakers who serv e on 
special Inv estigatory panels which work ou tside the 
regu lar session period deserv e additional compen­ 
sation for the time inv olv ed. 
Bu t this shou ld be resolv ed on a special-pay bas­ 
is ano not be taken care of by granting a general 
•ncrease to all legislators.

New Marvel: Earth Holography 


Imagine looking hu ndreds of feet below 
the 
earth’s su rface and reprodu cing the pictu re on a 
photographic plate so It can be stu died. 
It may sou nd like something ou t of science fic­ 
tion bu t that’s ex actly what scientists say they may 
accomplish within a v ery few y ears. 
The petroleu m indu stry has some of the finest 
minds in the world at work on su ch a combination 
of instru ments in search of new and more econo­ 
mic way s of locating oil. 


PICTURE THIS SCENE: Two or three petroleu m 
geologists sitting in a room lined with whirring 
compu ters. One presses a bu tton. The room goes 
dark and in the middle appears 
a ghosily land­ 
scape—a meadow with trees, hills, a stream, a 
farm hou se. Bu t the landscape has an additional, 
u niqu e dimension. 
Like a giant watermelon siiced in half, it shows 
what lies beneath the meadow—the lay ers of s:nd- 
stone shale, and finally a dark area that ju st 
might be oil sands. 
They are looking at a three dimensional holo­ 


gram It’s a produ ct of the ex citing new science of 
earth holography . The image of the meadow and 
the strata beneath it has been constru cted from 
data collected in a detailed seismic su rv ey of the 
meadow. 
The seismic su rv ey has been collated by compu ­ 
ters and then reprodu ced on a photographic plate 
u sing a special laser apparatu s. 
All of this is within reach. Earth holography now 
ex ists in an embry onic stage. 


WORKING IN their laboratories, scientists hav e 
been able to reprodu ce model holography simu la­ 
tions of geological strata. The nex t step is to re­ 
produ ce actu al fau lts, amiclines, salt domes and 
other u ndergrou nd stru ctu res. 
It doesn’t seem long ago that scientists spoke 
glowingly (1950s and 1960s) of the fu tu re of com u - 
ters and lasers. Now compu ters and lasers are be­ 
ing combined in'o a team to produ ce what may be 
the nex t marv el of this decade—earth holography .

The 
reaso ns for this were simple. 
Nearly ev ery time Ho o v er o r 
Ike was faced with a critical 
decisio n, he to o k a nice lo ng 
v acatio n. Ike repo rtedly decid­ 
ed between g o lf g ames in 19 53 
that fig hting a war in Alia was 
no t a g o o d idea. Ho o v er alway s 


rev iv ed his cool on fishing trips. 


OTHER 
COUNTRIES 
hav e 
long recognized the v alu e of a 
nice long v acation for top of­ 
ficials. The Ru ssians, for in­ 
stance, hav e rest homes and of­ 
ficial dachas where they send 
officers who begin to act edgy 
or talk fu nny . 
Apparently Mr. Nix on’s White 
Hou se aides are finally catching 
on. They reportedly are alway s 
looking for a place where the 
President can take a real v aca­ 
tion. 
Mr. Nix on might like this 
place. Presidents are ju st like 
ev ery one else in a Clu b Medi- 
terranee. 
Wrap Richard M. Nix on in a 
red cloth pareo, take off his 
shoes, shirt and pants, throw 
some beads arou nd his neck and 
y ou cou ld not tell him from 
any of the thou sands of Eu ro­ 
peans 
(How’s 
y ou r 
French, 
sir?) and Americans who come 
here each winter to shed the 
problems, formalities and stress

Hu mphrey ’s politi­ 
cal v iability at his age. He’ll be 
60 in May 1972 — du ring a cam­ 
paign in w'hich most of the pitch 
here is being geared towards 
the new 18- to 21-y ear-old v ot­ 
ers. 
Despite a lack of enthu siasm 
for Sen. Edmu nd Mu skie, the 
most effectiv e ticket seen by 
the most 
influ ential 
political 
strategists here wou ld be a Mu s­ 
kie-Jackson ticket. 
This wou ld mean swinging 
the traditional ax is from the old 
Northeast (establishment) 
and 
Sou thwest (mostly Tex as) to a 
Maine-Washington 
State 
alli­ 
ance. Ev ery one here scoffs at 
the “new” Democratic Party ’s 
fav orite son, Ramsey Clark. 
Bu t it isn’t a matter of geog­ 
raphy . The labor mov ement to­ 
day is deeply concerned 
ov er 
jobs and loss of membership. 
They ju st won’t back any one 
who is activ ely campaigning 


against the Su personic Trans­ 
port (SST) 
or against space 
v oy ages. The aerospace and 
electronic fields hav e been hit 
especially hard by rising u nem­ 
ploy ment and few realize ex act­ 
ly what this means to the labor 
leaders organizationally . 
Those who do u nderstand are 
Sens. Hu mphrey and Jackson. 
They u nderstand that the In­ 
ternational Assn. of Machinists 
has lost almost 100,000 mem- 
bars and stands to lose at least 
5.000 more if the SST is ju nked. 
Bu t the u nion stands to gain at 
least 20.000 members as soon 
as metal “is cu t on the proto­ 
ty pes” if the SST su rv iv es. The 
u nion argu ment with su ch sena­ 
tors as Mu skie, Bay h and Mc­ 
Gov ern basically is that the 
ecology ju st isn’t inv olv ed. We 
hav e had hu ndreds of military 
su personics in the air for two 
decades now. 
Bu t the Machinists are not 
the only ones losing jobs and 
members. The powerfu l electri­ 
cal and electronic workers also 
are dwindling down by the scor­ 
es of thou sands. Thu s the AFL- 
CIO ju st can’t stand by and 
later su pport senators for presi­ 
dent who are gu ng-ho against 
su ch job-making programs — 
especially since this cou ld mean 
heav y u nemploy ment and weak­ 
ening of their national strength. 
Thu s 
their greatest cham­ 
pions at the moment are Henry 
Jackson and Hu bert Hu mphrey 
—who v ery definitely is ru nning 
for renomination. Bu t the prag­ 
matists in the labor mov ement 
will back a ticket, the combina­ 
tion of fav orites; they believ e 
can win in ’72. 
And insiders see this first as 
a Mu skie-Jackson team and sec­ 
ondly as a rev iv al of the old 
combo — Hu mphrey and Mu s­ 
kie. And I do believ e that as 
the high command of labo*’ goes, 
so goes the Democratic Party .

think he shou ld wash his mou th

William F. Bu ckley Jr. thu s 
reproaches Mr. Nix on for u sing 
a phrase, “power to the people,” 
that has become identified with 
the collectiv ists. The President, 
say s my brother pu ndit, shou ld 
hav e spoken of “indiv idu als,” 
not of “people.” The rhetorical 
slip has left Mr. Bu ckley de­ 
spondent. 
It is a cu riou s thing, 
this 
bu siness of semantics. A kind 
of Gresham’s Law seems to op­ 
erate, in which bad u sages driv e 
ou t the good. There was a time 
when “liberal” conv ey ed what 
most of u s mean by “conserv a­ 
tiv e” today ; bu t the nou n got 
kidnapped. In the same fashion, 
“welfare,” and “y ou th,” 
and 
ev en “adu lt” — as in “ adu lt 
mov ies” — hav e taken on odd 
connotations. Bu t we ou ght not 
to sit back, feeling despondent, 
while the Artfu l Dodgers of the 
New Left ru n off with “people ” 
The word, in its political sense, 
Is as old as the Repu blic itself. 
Mr. Nix on had 200 y ears of tra­ 
dition working for him. 


THE DECLARATION of In­ 
dependence is one long ex posi­ 
tion of the “rights of the Peo­ 
ple.” Mr. Jefferson spoke of 
“ all men,” and he spoke of 
“ the gov erned,” bu t the one 
antecedent in the Declaration, 
on which all the rest depends, 
Is “the people.” 
It is the same with the Con­ 
stitu tion. The su preme law of 
ou r land u ses sev eral collec­ 
tiv e nou ns — “persons,” and 
“ citizens,” and in its reference 
to Congress, “members.” Bu t 
it is part of the beau ty and 
geniu s of the Constitu tion, tak­ 
en with the first ten amend­ 
ments, that it begins and ends 
with “the people.” 
“We the people of the United 
Sta es.” That is how it begins. 
And the Constitu tion winds u p, 
in the ringing assertion of the 
Tenth Amendment, by declaring 
that “the powers not delegated 
to the United States by he Con­ 
st1 u tion, nor prohibited by it to 
the States, are reserv ed to the 
States respectiv ely , or to the 
people ” 
The fou nding fathers had no 
fear of “the people.” They pro­ 
claimed “ the ripht of the psoole 
peaceably to assemble.” They 
defended “the right of the peo- 
? 
le to keep and bear arms.” 
hey sou ght to project “ the 
rbht of the people to be secu re 
in thei> persons, hou se*. napers 
and effects.” In the forgotten 
Ninth Amendment, they u nder­ 
took to preserv e those u nenu m- 
era'ed rights that mu st be for­ 
ev er “retained by the people.” 


AS FRIC HOFFER has re­ 
marked, in a perceptiv e essav , 
it is one of ♦he characteristics 
of today ’s liberal to distru st 
*“he people.” Tlv 's Is a part of 
cp^en fierce mpcr' bn to 
Mr. N'x on’s p^an for rev enu e 
sharing — thaf it wou ld re'u rn 
certain discretionary powers to 
the people in their States. Here 
in Washington, the conv entional 
wb'bm holds that su ch neonle 
arp b’gots, fools or scou ndrels; 
o^lv those people who elect Sen­ 
ators, Congressmen and Presi­ 
dent can be tru sted. Re” er still, 
tru st the bu reau crats, for they 
know best what is good for u s. 
Hu mbu g Under ou r federal 
sv stem. the u ltirmle power of 
sov ereignty — ihe power to 
make or u nmake — lies with 
the people in their States. 
In 
his inv ocation of this abiding 
tru th, Mr Nix on wasn’t embrac­ 
ing a Marx ist fu tu re. With Jef­ 
ferson, Adams and Madison, he 
was gbng back to the point of 
beginning.

Intelligence 
Officer Faces 
My Lai Trial 


f t . McPh e r s o n , Ga. (AP) 
— An Army intelligence officer, 
Capt. Eugene M. Kotouc, has 
been ordered to trial on charges 
of maiming and assaulting a 
Vietnamese 
during 
interroga­ 
tion near My Lai. 
The Army announced the de­ 
cision Friday and said ctnrges 
of murdering a Vietnamese aft­ 
er the March 16, 1968 assault on 
My Lai and of assault and bat­ 
tery were dropped. 
The Army says Kotouc, 36, of 
Humboldt, Neb., was not direct­ 
ly 
involved 
in 
the 
infantry 
sweep of the village but alleged­ 
ly committed his offenses sever­ 
al hours later when he chopped 
off part of one person’s finger 
with a knife and cut him on the 
neck while questioning him. 
The Army said the person was 
"suspected enemy personnel.” 
In Lincoln, Neb., Robert Cros­ 
by, defense attorney for Kotouc, 
said: 
“Capt. Kotouc takes the posi­ 
tion that war is war and that he 
would be doing less than his 
duty if he did not conduct a firm 
line of questioning to determine 
the location of land mines and 
ammunition dumps so Ameri­ 
can lives could be saved.” 
The captain, whose case now 
enters a series of pretrial hear­ 
ings at 3rd Army headquaters, 
will become the fourth soldier to 
be tried on criminal charges ar­ 
ising from the My Lai assault 
and its aftermath. 
Two enlisted men have been 
acquitted and Lt. William L. 
Calley, Jr., is being tried at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., on charges of 
murdering 102 villagers during 
the raid. The case of Capt. E r­ 
nest Medina is pending at Ft. 
McPherson. 
A 
decision 
on 
whether he should be tried is 
not expected before next month. 
Charges 
with 
murder 
and 
over-all responsibility for any 
civilian deaths at My Lai, Medi­ 
na, 34, of Montrose, Colo., com­ 
manded Charley Company in 
the assault on My Lai. The com­ 
pany was part of the 11th Infan­ 
try Brigade, in which Kotouc 
served as an intelligence offi­ 
cer. 
An Army statement said no 
date for the trial of Kotouc has 
been set. If convicted, he faces 
a maximum sentence of seven 
years. 
The statement said the mur­ 
der and assault and battery 
charges were dropped because 
an investigation revealed there 
was 
insufficient 
evidence 
to 
warrant court-martial. 


Stair are in line for Who’s Who. 
Such an honor, denied the 
Beatles in ¡their heyday, would 
have a touch of irony now that 
the group is apparently split be­ 
yond repair. 
In nearly a decade at the top, 
the Beatles revolutionized pop 
music, became millionaires and 
were decorated by Queen Eliza­ 
beth II. 
Now persistent rumors have it 
that when the 123rd annual edi­ 
tion of Who’s Who comes off the 
British presses in April, the 
Beatles will be listed along with 
25,000 other people of renown. 
Who’s Who stiffly refused to 
confirm or deny the reports, 
which 
circulated 
Friday 
as 
McCartney pressed his court ac­ 
tion to break up the partnership 
McCartney wants the High 
Court to dissolve the partner­ 
ship because the Beatles no 
longer perform as a group and 
because McCartney objects to 
Allen Klein, the group’s Ameri­ 
can manager. 
McCartney’s counsel, David 
Hirst, asked the court to appoint 
a receiver to control the group’s 
business until it decides the 
case. 
Defendants in the London ac­ 
tion are the other Beatles, and 
their 
management 
company, 
Apple Corps. Ltd. Each Beatle 
has 5 per cent interest in the 
company. Apple Corps has the 
remainder. 
The Beatles earn nearly $10 
million a year but owe more in 
taxes than their total assets, 
Hirst told the court. The other 
three Beatties were not present 
in court Friday. 
Of the prospective Who’s Who 
mention, a spokesman for the 
Beatles 
said: 
“I 
understand 
they have filled in forms for the 
book, but this doesn’t automati­ 
cally mean they will get in.” 
The 
publishers’ 
spokesman 
said: "Once our board has de­ 
cided who is to be entered, we 
do not jump the gun. It remains 
confidential until publication. At 
any time we are reasonably ret­ 
icent on die subject of who gets 
in and who doesn’t.” 
How are the select 25,000 cho­ 
sen? 
“There is only one criterion— 
whether the majority of our 
readers would wish to look them 
up,” the spokesman said. 
Board members are drawn 
from all walks of life and their 
identities remain secret. “They 
include pop fans, though not 
many of them,” the spokesman 
said.

Not Due Soon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Rogers C.B. 
Morton says he’s “a long way” 
from approving an 800-mile oil 
pipeline 
across 
Alaska, 
but 
hopes to settle the issue by the 
end of 1972. 
The former Maryland con­ 
gressman told a Senate Appro­ 
priations subcommittee Friday 
that Alaska was too hasty in 
selling nearly $1 billion in North 
Slope oil leases in 1969, and that 
he has been impressed with con­ 
servationists’ 
a r g u m e n t s 
against the proposed piepline. 
"Any decisions that we make 
are not going to be made on a 
profit-loss factor inherent to any 
economic 
group,” 
he 
said. 
“They will be determined on the 
national need.” 
The 
government, 
he 
said, 
should first establish a national 
energy policy to determine if 
the huge Alaska oil reserves are 
needed and how the Mideast 
conflict will affect the world’s 
oil supply. 
If it is determined the North 
Slope oil is needed, Morton said, 
“we still are going to do every­ 
thing we can to protect the envi­ 
ronment and I’m a long way 
from deciding that «this pipeline 
is the way to do it.” 
Morton said his predecessor, 
Walter J. Hickel, was “under 
tremendous pressures” to favor 
the pipeline recommended in a 
departmental report Jan. 
13. 
Morton added, “I’m not under 
those pressures.” 
In Anchorage, Hickel respond­ 
ed 
that 
“the only 
pressure 
which I responded to as secre­ 
tary of interior was my obliga­ 
tion to 200 million Americans to 
handle this mammoth project 
responsibly.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Marty 
Liquori made his farewell to 
New York indoor racing exactly 
the way he started four years 
ago—with a victory while a hon­ 
eymooning Tom Von Ruden got 
back his world record although 
he ran with little enthusiasm. 
Liquori and Von Ruden, a pair 
of Olympians had popular victo­ 
ries Friday night at Madison 
Square Garden’s U.S. Olympic 
Invitational Meet which includ­ 
ed a contingent of Russians. Six 
meet marks and two world rec­ 
ords fell, one world record was 
equalled and three meet stand­ 
ards tied. 
Liquori, the Villenova senior 
and one of America’s premier 
milers, 
shattered 
the 
meet 
record in capturing the 1,500 
meters in 3:44.2. His all-winning 
streak in New York is 13. 
The crowd of 13,901 was treat­ 
ed to Von Ruden’s reacquiring 
of the 1,000-meter world record 
over toe 11-lap, banked Elastro- 
turf oval, clocking a 2:20.4 in 
beating Ireland’s Frank Murphy 
by a stride. Von Ruden, 25, bad 
held the record at 2:21.0. Ear­ 
lier this month John Davies of 
Great Britain ran a 2:20.9. 
The Russians, in the last of 
their three-meet tour of the 
U.S., did well, with three firsts, 
a second and four third places. 
Viktor Sanayev, toe Olympic 
and world record holder in the 
triple jump, won his specialty 
with a meet record 53 feet, 1% 
inches; Yevgeny Arzhanov took 
the 800 meters in 1:52.2, while 
Rashid Sharafexdinov won the 
3,000 meters in 8:06.8. 
Other Soviet placings saw the 
two Russian girls run 2-3 in the 


women’s 800 meters to Cheryl 
Touissant of the Atoms Track 
Club, Brooklyn, N.Y., who won 
in 2:09.2. Nadtsdha Kolesnikova 
was second in the same time 
and Ludmila Bragina third. 
The other world mark to fall 
at this meet, the only one in the 
United States where the metric 
system is used, was the 1,500- 
meter walk, won by Dave Ro- 
mansky of the Delaware Track 
Club in 5:49.8. snapping his own 
record of 5:50.2, set last year. 
Lewi Coleman, a schoolteach­ 
er

equaled the meet and world 
record in the 55-meter hurdles 
in 7.1 seconds while other meets 
records falling included the pole 
and high jump.

The proprietor of “ Deane’s 
Place” chuckled as he told the 
story of how Willie Mosconi, 
world famous poo! player, beat 
him only 150 to 3 in a billiards 
game. 
“ Deane's Place” is the name 
the 
family 
gave 
to 
Deane 
Beck's pool room. The district 
manager for Ohio Edison re­ 
modeled the basement of his 
home at 1111 N. Union and built 
a room for his 60-year-old, six 
legged pool table. 
Beck explained that "several” 
years ago billiards champions 
toured the county and a localite 
was chosen 
to play 
against 
them. When champion Mosconi 
came to Salem young Deane was 
elected to pit his pool prowess 
against the champ. The result 
is history. 


DEANE S FIRST JOB was 
with the Andalusia Dairy Co. 
He worked one summer making 
the first popsicles in Salem — 
“ in all flavors.” ‘‘I got the job 
because of my skill and per­ 
sonality and my father was a 
superintendent,” he laughs. 
Deane is the son of the late 
Jesse Beck. His mother, Alice, 
lives at 1171 E. State St. 
After attending Salem High 
School, he started to work for 
the Ohio Edison Co. in 1928, ex­ 
cept for six years serving his 
Uncle Sam, Deane has been 
with the company every since

Two Bound Over 


To Grand Jury 


LISBON — Thomas Richards, 
23, Hanoverton, and James J. 
Salter, 34. Alliance, have been 
bound over to the Columbiana 
County grand jury in separate 
cases by Judge J. L. MacDon­ 
ald in Southwest Court. 
Richards is accused of assault 
with a dangerous weapon (shot­ 
gun) Dec. 16 on Ralph D. Ket­ 
tering, East Rochester, and Sal­ 
ter with carrying a concealed 
weapon (pistol) Jan. 29 in Lis­ 
bon. 
Local police filed the charge 
against Salter after arresting 
him for driving while intoxicat 
ed. 
He pleaded not guilty to the 
driving charge Tuesday in may­ 
or’s court and refused to waive 
a jury trial so Mayor Willis L. 
Coleman certified the case to 
Southwest Court. 
Salter withdrew his plea on 
the traffic charge Thursday and 
pleaded "no contest.”

The long, white, windowless 
trailer that is parked near the 
Salem High School houses the 
$42,000 computer-operated Driv­ 
er Education Simulator. 
A year ago the state of Ohio 
bought 20 simulators and gave 
them to the counties for their 
use. 
This year the simulator has 
been traveling from school to 
school in Columbiana County. 
The schools pay a $70 per day 
rental which includes the sal­ 
ary of the special instructor, 
moving expenses, repairs and 
maintenance. 
The specially-trained instruc­ 
tor is John Sawyer of Wellsville. 
Formerly he was a driver edu­ 
cation teacher 
at 
Wellsville 
High School. 
Sawyer explains that although 
the $70 per day rental fee 
sounds expensive, the simulator 
is actually a cost cutter. During 
a school day an instructor with 
a car can give only six students 
one hour each behind the wheel 
in a car. During one school day, 
the simulator can give 96 stu­ 
dents one hour each of simu­ 
lated driving. 


THE SIMULATOR ALSO up­ 
grades the program by increas­ 
ing the time the student spends 
learning basic skills. 
Sawyer said that in a year’s 
time he will have visited 11 dis­ 
tricts and 1,200 students 
will 
have used the simulator. 
Each student who enrolls in 
drivers education pays a $5 lab 
fee. At the end of the year the 
state reimburses the school dis­ 
trict $30 for each student who 
completes the course. Sawyer 
said the State Board of Educa­ 
tion is considering raising the 
reimbursement to $40 per stu­ 
dent.
